CLAIMS 

Claims 7-12, the non-elected claims, have been cancelled. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: Figures 1 and 2 need to be labeled as prior art, since that what is shown. Also 
in figure 1, the non English words, "Kand Teknik" need be either translated to English or 
deleted. Figure 1 contains the formula/symbol of the Methylene, CH 2 to be introduced into stand 
pipe 40, which is not explained in the specification; such symbol must be either deleted or 
explain its meaning in the specification. 

3. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above 
agreed upon drawing changes. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach nor suggest the dilution as it is claimed. More specifically the prior art does not teach the 
dilution of the free falling comminuted pulp with jets of dilution fluid.
